PLANE LUXE 
COMES CROPPER 
MILWAUKEE 


Escape Injury. 


A magnificent new airplane, a liner 
with berths for twenty-six persons, 
shower bath, and capacity for 6,000 
pounds of mail and freight, the biggest 
and most luxurious flying liner ever 
built in America. came crashing to the 
earth yesterday morning, because of 
a bit of plowed ground, a field too 
small, and the tip of a tree. 

It was the first of Alfred W. Law- 


| son's dream fleet of giant’ transconti- 


nental mail and passenger airships, 
and it was making its maiden flight 
from the field at South Milwaukee to 
La Crosse, Wis. 


Four Passengers Unhurt. 

Four men were in it when it fell— 
Lawson, Charles Wilcox, the pilot; A. 
M. Surini, and Carl Schory. None of 
them was hurt. 

The plane was badly damaged. 
Wings and fuselage were smashed, 
motors injured, rods and struts and 
ailerons broken. The ground was cov- 
ered with splinters of wood and frag- 
ments of steel. It” may take four 
months or more to repair the damage, 
though Lawson computes the loss at 
only $10,000.

: Field Only 500 Yards Long. 

The field was none too big. A run- 
way from north to south ends abruptly 
at a deep ravine.

Faster and faster went the liner— 
then it struck the plowed land on the 
edge of the ravine, The land was 


| muddy and soft. The liner slackened, 


and it needed all its speed to take off, 
for the trees were just 100 yards away. 
Tree Top Strikes Wing. 

With great difficulty the airplane 
rose from the mud. It reached an alti- 
tude of about 100 feet and was heading 
due south. It seemed to be as high 
as it could climb. The watchers saw 
it begin to fall. Presently the left 
aileron was rent by the tree tip and 
the machine swung to the left. 

It cleared the roof of a two story 
house and struck a telephone pole, 
snapping off the top as though the 
pole were: but a toothpick. 

The impact was terrific. It spun 
the plane around so that it faced the 
west. In this position it smashed to the 
ground, right side up, carrying the half 
post with it. 

Lawson Has Narrow Escape. 
. ‘The witnesses ran to the plane end 
saw the four men climbing out one by 
one, crawling under the crumpied 
right wing and over broken propeiler 
blades and parts of the landing gear. 

Not one of them was scratched. The 
port side propeller had cut a gash in 
the cabin and came within a few inches.

RIGA, May 8—[By the Associated 
Press.]—A Moscow dispatch today an- 
nounced the quelling of the revolu- 
tionary movement in the province of 
Tambov, led by Gen. Antanov, a 
former bolshevik commander, which 
has been reported in progress for 
nearly two months. This revolt was 
organized on lines similar to those of 
the Kronstadt revolt led by Stephan 
Petrichenko, which was put down in 
mid-March by the Bolsheviki. The 
despatch telling of the crushing of the 
Tambov movement says: 

“From Tambov, the destruction of 
Antanov’s bands is reported as the re- 
sult of engagements. Antariov him- 
self escaped through a mischance. 
Many of the bandits were killed, 
among whom were all the main staff in 
charge of the operations. The _ staff 
succeeded, however, in sinking its 
documents in the river. All the arms 
and transport of the Antanovs were 
captured.”

INTEREST ON STATE 
MONEY. 


Under the state administrative code officials 
whose power and tenure are derived from it are 
required to make a return of interest on public 
money every ten days. The constitutional officers 
are not required to do this. They may hold money 
as long as three months without an accounting for 
the earning power of that money.

TROUBLES. 

ORD has been spread around 

that hives is due to certain pe- 

culiar poisons until nearly 

everybody has heard about It. 
There are people to whom it is still news, 
‘but not to the majority. They know, 
furthermore, that the cause is some food 
‘in most cases; that the food responst- 
ble is something which is wholesome to 
most people. Therefore they are pe- 
‘eculiar in that the food poisons them*and 
/the food itself is not peculiar. Most of 
_ them know that sometimes hives is not 
due to a food, but is due to a pollen or 
_the secretion of bacteria or to the dan- 
druff from some animal.

They know that the cause of the eeunte 


/ can be discovered by easily applied, sim- 
ple, harmless skin tests, and that any 
| druggist can order the materials re- 
‘quired to make the skin tests. They 
know that if, for instance, a man has 
_discovered that eating buckwheat gives 
j him hives he can 4ither refuse *o eat 
buckwheat enkes or he can take the 
‘trouble and go to the expénse of having 
‘himself desensitiz@®. A later suggestion 
jis that five to seven grains of peptone 
taken one hour before eating will pre- 
vent hives. All these are fairly well 
known facts. 

But there are other annoying diseases 
about which the same statements hold 
true, but concerning which not so many 
people have been informed. Drs. Eyrg- 
man and Wander found that 78 per cent 
of the cases of infantile eczemay they 
examined were due to protein sensitiza- 
tion—the same group of causes as is 
responsible for hives. 

Infantile eczema goes by many differ- 
ent names—tetter, milk cap, rheum, be- 
ing a few of the list. If a baby gets 
‘an eruption on its face or head it is 
almost certain the food is at fault. The 
milk may be too rich, too much cream, 
too much butter, or the trouble may be 
'with the sugars in the milk or the cereals 
fed or to eggs. Some babies wil! not get 
| well of the tetter until the family cat is 
Sent on a vacation. Simple skin tests 
will show the cause. In general, the 
remedy consists In changing the diet. 
In their investigations almost one-hali 
—88 per cent—of that great grab bag of 
skin troubles called‘eczema are due to 
_ the Same group of causes. 
~ 
, In another investigation, by Dr. Ram- 
_inez, it was found that 38 per cent were 
, due to protein sensitization. Some were 


caused by foods, some by pollens, and ° 


by bacteria. 

_ In searching for the cause it is neces- 
, Sary to know a good deal about the per- 
son. For instance, one woman had an

We have had several fires in basements of 


apartment buildings where soft coal has 
been etored. 
During the war, when al) the soft cval 


being shipped into Chicago contained con- 
, siderable sulphur, many soft coal piles took 
| fire from spontaneous ignition. 
| However, if thirty tons of mine run soft 
| coal are stored in a basement, and, if pux- 
/ sible not in piles over four or five feet in 
height and not within twenty-four inches of 
any boiler, furnace, or steam pipes, the pos- 
sibility of fire is remote. 

However, it is impossible to absolutely 
predict that even piling as suggested will 
absolutely prevent fires.

The Illinois Tuberculosis association, 
of which Dr. George Thomas Palmer 
of Springfield is the president, pro- 
poses to carry this intelligence directly 
to the counties. 

A Caravan of Knowledge. 
' Beginning with an inspection of the 
plants at Springfield tomorrow a spe- 
cial train will carry nearly 100 repre- 
sentatives from each of these fifty 
counties on an inspection trip of 


operation. There will be a baggage 
car, equipped with chairs, biackboard, 
exhibit material and stereopticon, 
which will be used as a classroom dur- 
ing the pilgrimage.

WOLL ATTACKS 
GARY AS SIRE OF 
LABOR UNREST 


Cincinnati, O.. May 8.—The recent 
proposal of Chairman BEB. H. Gary of 
the United States Steel corporation 
for governmental regulation of labor 
unions is but another attempt to 
“keep in continual subjection and en- 
slavement the wage earners,” Matthew 
Woll, president of the International 
Photo Engravers’ union, declared in an 
official statement sent out to the mem. 
bers of his organization which was 
made public here tonight. 

Mr. Woll, who is a vice president of 
the American Federation of Labor 
and a member of the federation execu- 
tive council in session here, warned 
the workers that “Mr. Gary has in 
mind nothing more nor less than the 
extension of existing anti-trust and
